A bill was introduced in the House of 
Representatives on the 22d, by Fernando 
Wood, 6f New York, to alter the 
mode of computing foreigu money for all 
Government purposes, so as to obMpute 
the pound sterling at $4 c, of our money, 
which is its real value in American gold 


coin (or within a mill of it), instead of) 


$4.44.4 to the pound, as is the custom now. 
The present mode of computation was 
adopted when Congress first enacted Fed- 
eral money, and specified that a dollar of 
such money should be equivalent te four 
shillings and sixpence of English coin. 
The coinage of the United States, however, 
is not, nor never has been, up to that 
standard of value in 2 dollar. and it is only 

perplexing and nonsensical te compute 
British money in that way. The custom 
bas, however, become 80 thoroughly fast- 
ened upon American bankers that even if 
Mr. Wood's bill should become „ law, so 
far as Government transactions are con- 
cerned, it would doubtless take a long 
time to get exchange dealers out of the 
old rat of habit.
